into the subject and almost his first 
words were a bitter and complete 
indictment of undersea craft. 
"Detention 
of 
taese 
vessels,” 
Alexander declared, "will always 
constitute the dinger of their em­ 
ployment in the hand* of an un 
scruplous enemy and will lead to 
methods of attack which civilized 
nations regard with horror.” 
Admitting that in the last war 
Britain had found it impossible to 
maintain submarines in defensive 
positions solely, he put forward an 
unqualified demand for their com­ 
plete aboltion, stating that they 
constituted a definite menace even 
to the health and safety of the 
crews watch operate them. 
Speaking on behalf of the Unit­ 
ed States, Secretary of State Henry 
L. Stimson then put forward an ur­ 
gent plea for subm arine abolition, 
leaving no alternative to removing 
undersea craft entirely from the 
fleets of the world. 
Denying the contention that sub­ 
marines 
were 
purely 
defensive 
arms, he declared that to sanction 
their use would be a "contradiction 
of the purposes for which we have 
met.” 
"The essential objection to the 
submarine." he said, 
is that it is 
a weapon particularly susceptible 
to abuse, that it la susceptible of 
use against merchant ships in a 
way that violates alike the laws of 
war and tho dictates of humanity. 
Submarines during the last wtr, 
the American chief delegate de­ 
clared, "revolted the conscience of 
the world,” and were directly re­

contradiction of the purposes for 
which we have met. 
"I am not speaking of the theory. 
I am speaking of historical fact, 
and a fact which human experience 
shows is likely to be repeated. 
“The essential objection to the 
submarine is that it is a weapon 
particularly susceptible to abuse, 
that it is susceptible of use against 
merchant ships in a way that vio­ 
lates alike the laws of war and 
the dictatee of humanity. 
"The use made of the submarine 
revolted

conscionoe of

"These considerations convince 
us that technical arguments should 
be set aside in order that the sub­ 
marine may henceforth be abol­ 
ished.” 
Stimson said the American dele­ 
gation urged that technical consid­ 
erations be cast aside, and the con­ 
ference give "careful study to the 
possibility 
of 
eliminating 
this 
whole problem.” 
"I quite realize that our views on 
this subject are not shared by all 
our colleagues. 
However, we all 
recognize that solution of our prob­ 
lems can be found only through a 
frank and friendly discussion.” 
Stimson said he recognized the 
sincerity of those who disagreed, 
and that his rem arks could in no 
sense be construed as a criticism 
of their attitude. 
"Years of reflection,” he said, 
"have tended to crystalize the con­

Worry, Ex-President Says

MT. OOKA, Fla. Feb. ll.—Cal­ 
vin Coolidge, former president of 
the United States, sat quietly in 
the lounge cf the exclusive Lake­ 
side Inu today, smoking a cigar 
through a long white holder and 
reading a magazine. 
lie was relaxed, contented, and 
obviously enjoying his vacation. He 
wa* alone. 
There were no secret 
service men around, no reporters 
—except one. 
Mrs. Coolidge, at­ 
tired in white, and looking 
as 
charming as when she was “the 
first lady of the land," sat a short 
distance 
away, 
conversing 
with 
several women friends. 
The former 
president 
seemed 
neither 
surprised 
nor 
annoyed 
when the International News Ser­ 
vice representative asked for a 
chat with Mr. Coolidge, not to in­ 
terview him, for, it developed, he 
did not want to be quoted. 
But, 
in his considerate way, he provided 
a “story.” He even agreed to be 
quoted—to the extent, however, of 
only 
twenty-three 
words, 
which 
shall appear further down in this 
narrative. 
He 
refrained 
from 
discussing 
politics, business, cr the issues of 
the day. 
He chatted about vaca­ 
tioning, fishing, what he reads (he 
has a strong leaning toward his- j 
tory, incidentally), the sights that 
have impressed him in Florida, the 
Illness of William Howard Taft, 
whom be esteems highly, and Edi­ 
son's efforts to evolve a plant that 
will produce rubber in this coun- 
try. 
Mr. Coolidge has no plans foi 
the future. He is enjoying a real > 
vacation and his health is “fine.’ ; 
He surely looked physically fit. 
His face is slightly tanned, bis 
eyes bright and his step brisk. He 
has been resting, sight-seeing, mo­ 
toring and taking long strolls, very 1 
often alone, in the village. 
After 
dinner each evening he sits quiet­ 
ly in the lounge of the "hotel, smok­ 
ing or chatting with a few intim ate 
friends. 
He 
has 
few 
engage­ 
ments. 
In a phrase, he is "taking 
it easy.” 
He weighs between 157 and lea, 
he doesn't know for sure himself. 
He hasn’t weighed since he left 
his home hi Northampton, Mass., 
and then he tipped the beam at

The former president explained 
that he never really bad a vaca­ 
tion until he got out of the White 
House. When you are president of 
the United States you take your 
work with you. Even when you go j 
on a vacation the office staff is J 
along. You have with yon. too. that i 
earn se of heavy responsibility. But , 
Mr. Coolidge, even with the burden j 
of such -a high office, got along all , 
right. 
Why was that—was It be­ 
cause be was not “the worrying | 
type”?

"If you do your work right yon I 
don’t have to worry but lf you do , 
your work 
wrong yon have to * 
worry,” said Mr. Coolidge. 
He agreed to be quoted on that * 
observation which Is a meaty sum- j 
matlen of Coolidge philosophy. 
Much of Mr. Coolidge’s time 1s ( 
now devoted to reading. 
Unlike j 
the late Woodrow "Wilson, who j 
liked a good detective story, Mr. j 
Coolidge leans toward history. He j 
has no favorite historical charac- j 
ter. 
He reads the better type of . 
magazines 
and 
a 
few 
favorite 
now*papers. 
When be first went ] 
to Washington he virtually bad to j 
give up reading, his tim e was so > 
taken up with matters of state. 
Mr. Coolidge 19 doing no golfing, i 
He does not play the game. He has 
done a little fishing on bake Dora 
but cannot be classed as an ardent 
fisherman. He feels that news re- * 
ports have given him more credit I 
as a fisherman than he deserves. 
For a period of forty years he 
j 
never fished. The chief reason he 
goes fishing is to get outdoors and 
he doesn't care whether the fish 
bite or not. 
He has no favorite sport. He 
walks a great deal but sees no 
need of going Into training, now 
that he bas only himaelf to think 
of.

Coolidge chatted, he 


»pointed out a fellow New England 
er who had stopped at the mail 
desk. 
He was John Higgins, of 
Somerville, Mass., and well-known 
Boston lawyer. Mr. Coolidge served 
in the legislature with him in 1917.

president’s 
time 
right now is pretty much his own. 
While he is a director of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, he 
does lit*Ie more than attend the 
directors’ meeting. It was interest­ 
ing {0 learn that ibis insurance 
company would not insure Calvin 
Coolidge at the age of IT because 
he was of too slight a physique. 
They accepted his policy a few 
years later, however. 
Mr. Coolidge has been greatly 
impressed by the beautiful coun­ 
try in and about Mt. Dora. 
The 
elevation here is about 300 feet 
and the air is delightful. The quiet, 
exclusive hotel at which he is 
stopping is located on the shore 
of the lake. He has taken mamy 
water and motor trips. It is possi­ 
ble to go from this spot in central 
Florida by boat to the Atlantic, and 
th© scenes in the small annals 
have interested him no little. So 
have the cyprus swamps. He told 
of seeing one giant cyprus tree 
that was seventeen feet in diame­ 
ter. fifty feet in clrmmferemce and 
3,000 years old. 
Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge are the 
guests at the Lakeside Inn of Cap­ 
tain A. E. Hurlburt. He was C3P- 
tain of the Massachusetts state 
guard when Mr. Co lidge was gov­ 
ernor of Ma«S'ichuse*ts.
